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Atom Bomb Condemned 


The public has been kept ignorant 
of the attitude and reactions to the 
atom bomb of the scientists who work- 
ed on the development of atomic ener- 
gy. The suppression of this challeng- 
ing story prevents the average citizen 
from knowing that those whose re- 
searches made possible the harnessing 
of this mighty source of power oppose 
its use for destructive purposes. Seven- 
teen scientists who have been subjected 
to overpowering military and govern- 
ment censorship—to the point of being 
made virtual prisoners—now threaten 
to strike unless the censorship is lifted 
and they may go to work on planning 
for the constructive use of atomic ener- 
gy to benefit mankind. 

Reaction of Scientists 

One spokesman for the group, Dr. 
Samuel Allison, head of the Institute of 
Nuclear Studies at the University of 
Chicago, declared that the manner in 
which the new atomic developments 
were disclosed to the public was a great 
tragedy. He said that he and his fel- 
low scientists had hoped the power of 
the atomic bomb would be demonstrat- 
ed on an unoccupied island or in Jap- 
anese home waters with the same effect 
of speeding the Japanese surrender, and 
he roundly denounced the use of the 
second bomb on Nagasaki. 

A similar reaction has come from 
Dr. Lise Meitner, the woman scientist 
whose work on atomic energy was of 
outstanding importance. The papers 
played up at length the fact that Dr. 
Meitner was a refugee from the Nazis, 
but suppressed word of her opposition 
to atomic bombs. 

“When the original research began 
before the war,’ said Dr. Meitner, 
“nothing was further from our minds 
than the utilization of this energy for 
the manufacture of bombs. When the 
theoretical possibility of such utiliza- 
tion was discovered, I, like any other 
responsible person, hoped that its prac- 
tical realization would not be possible. 
The scientist is ever awestruck at the 
discovery of the laws of nature, and to 
use these laws for the construction of 
weapons which might lead to the an-

X-Ray and Forecast 
MacArthur and Japan 

The Christian layman can be grateful for what General MacArthur is doing 
in Japan. And because MacArthur has been trying to follow a sane line of 
reconstruction in helping the Japanese to help themselves, rather than follow- 
ing the pressure interests of the hate specialists, imperialists and jingoists, the 
General is under fire from Washington and London. Our State Department 
doesn’t like what MacArthur is doing because it doesn’t fall in line with Lon- 
don interests and the Dutch and French empire plans—which have, unfortun- 
ately, been foremost in the State Department’s concern. 

The United States communists an ee are fighting MacArthur be- 
cause he is doing a fine job without Soviet help! The “white supremacy” 
cliques in Washington and elsewhere are attacking him because he is not try- 
ing to starve and kill civilians, women and children, but is — finding 
thousands of Japanese citizens, many of them former prominent leaders, who 
were in prison or in hiding during the rule of the Japanese military and who 
are now eager to cooperate to build a peaceful, democratic, Christian Japan. 
It is worthy of note that nearly all of MacAsthur’s new leaders are Christian 
men, products of our missionary efforts. The enemies of America’s future 
world relations are no longer as much in Tokyo as they are in Washington, 
in New York and perhaps right next door to you . . . wherever racial hatred 
and selfishness dominate reason and justice. 

While in Europe... 

Contrast what MacArthur is doing swiftly and thoroughly in Japan with 
this singleness of purpose with what has happened in Europe, where cross 
currents of selfish interests have all but destroyed the peace. The United Na- 
tions organization, established at San Francisco last spring, as yet exists only 
on paper. The Big Five’s Council of Foreign Ministers ended in a debacle, 
and no decisions have yet been made over Italy—after nearly two years of 
Allied occupation. 

On top of this is the unspeakable condition of present day Germany where 
a policy of so-called ‘“‘realism’’ has turned the whole country into a foul mess. 
More Germans are hungry now than when the Nazis were in power—and it 
is getting worse by the day. Thousands of GI’s are beginning to feel more 
sympathy for the Germans than for the Allies. As one prominent American 
Army officer, associated with the Allied administration in Berlin, said to re- 

orters: 

4 “This winter we face starving Germans, freezing Germans and food rioting 
Germans. I don’t know what will happen if American soldiers are ordered 
to shoot famishing, frost-bitten civilians for breaking into food depots. The 
war is over, and no propaganda can make the average GI believe that those 
kids playing in the sand and those women carrying bags of wormy potatoes, 
are equally guilty with Hitler, Himmler and Goebbels. Americans are not 
vindictive or vengeful.” 

This same Army officer believes that the Russians will withdraw their troops 
from German soil before any of the Allies “because Russia is already proceed- 
ing along a realistic path by creating the nucleus of a centralized German gov-

The Fate of the Big Inch 

The public is being made the victim of costly and unneces- 
sary competition between big oil companies and the railroads 
and the coal interests. Remember the two oil pipe lines built, 
at the cost of millions of taxpayers’ dollars, to carry oil to 
the east coast during the Nazi U-boat days? Now since oil 
tankers and railroads can carry the oil again, the government’s 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, which has been largely 
under the influence of big ett has classified these pipe 
lines as surplus property instead of using them to bring oil 
and gas to market at cheaper rates to the consumer. 

The big oil companies want the pipe lines scrapped so that 
small independent companies can’t have access to cheap oil 
distribution and thus threaten Standard-Shell eastern oil 
monopolies. The big oil companies control tanker fleets and 
can curry favors from the railroads. Shipping oil by pipe 
costs only a fraction of shipment by tanker and railroad. 
Added to this, the eastern poer: ponte My supported for once 
by John L. Lewis and his miners, do not want cheaper oil and 
gas in the east to threaten coal prices. A Congressional com- 
mittee under Senator O’Mahoney is digging into the situa- 
tion, hoping to force a decision that will protect the taxpayer 
and consumer—who, after all, pay the Pils for pipe aa 
oil companies, railroads et al. 


Religion for CIO Members 

The CIO recently held a conference of its union heads, 
local officers and shop stewards at Antioch college in Ohio. 
Courses of study were offered in many fields of community 
life. John G. Ramsay, a Christian layman associated with the 
CIO in its department of church and religious relationships, 
gave a course on the subject of religion and labor. It is sig- 


nificant to note that this course was one of the most largely 
attended and closely followed of all the subjects offered. 


Profit Sharing 


Many big business leaders didn’t like the ideas of Eric 
Johnston who recently resigned from the presidency of the 
National Chamber of Commerce. This gives you an idea 
why some personages in Wall Street didn’t like him: 

Mr. Johnston, himself an important manufacturer, planned 
for the employees in his electrical concerns to share in the 
profits, setting aside 25 per cent of the net profits after taxes 
to be distributed to the employees on the basis of seniority 
and wages. Strangely enough, a group of the employees 
‘oem this arrangement. They said the stockholders weren't 

eing adequately epergees They suggested that six per cent 
of the net profits be set aside for the stockholders first, before 
any division of profits was made among the employees. 

Mr. Johnston was reasonable with his workers and wanted 
to share the profits from their labors with them. In turn his 
workers were reasonable with their boss and were concerned 
to keep the company on firm ground for the future. Mr. 
Johnston’s company has had no labor trouble and his business 
prospers. Why can’t other business leaders learn? 


Segregation Decision 

Presbyterian sources reveal that a church of that denomina- 
tion in one southern community in North Carolina has boldly 
faced a situation involving racial segregation at church services 
and has come out with an unequivocal reply. Perhaps the 
oustanding feature involved in this matter is the recognition 
given to the fact that, in the interests of all, Negroes will not 
and should not abandon their own community centers, but 
that at the same time no “sincere worshiper” should be turn- 
ed from the doors of any church. 

A church member had protested Negro attendance at some 
of the church conferences and worship services. As a result 
of this protest, church officials gave careful study to Presby- 
terian creeds, constitution and history. Convinced, after this 
study, that segregation regulations were not defensible, the 
session and minister issued the following statement: 


“This church does not encourage Negroes to desert their 
own churches for membership or worship in this church. On 
the other hand, we do not close our doors or discriminate 
against or receive with aught but the spirit of Christian 
brotherhood any sincere worshiper who may present himself. 
The officers . . . openly acknowledge the responsibility of the 
church to stand for the economic, educational, political, social 
and religious progress of all peoples regardless of race, color 
or creed.” 


Nisei GI’s 

While a so-called patriotic American was jailed recently 
for “using profane a indecent language” in an outburst of 
threats directed at a Japanese-American family, thousands of 
Caucasian GI’s on the docks of New York cheered nisei GI 
heroes as they came down the gangplank from Italy. The 
jailed American had insulted Army Pvt. Yoshio Matsuoka and 
threatened to have his father’s home burned down. Pvt. Mat- 
suoka had just returned to the United States after ten months 
in a German prison camp. 

And, abroad, nisei troops were chosen by the Army Com- 
mand to lead the V-J parade in northern Italy. They had 
spearheaded the attacks that opened the way to Strasbourg, 
and they had rescued from the Nazis the famous lost battalion 
of the 37th Infantry,—at a cost to themselves of 2,300 casual- 
ties in three weeks. 

Major General Clayton Bisell, head of military intelligence, 
recently told a group of nisei soldiers that they were absolutely 
essential to a successful occupation of Japan and the winning 
of the peace, and that the record of all nisei in the American 
armed forces is one to be proud of. “If anyone ever looks 
at you and questions your loyalty to America,” he said, ‘‘don’t 
bother to answer back. They'll find out in time.”
